The event which we com memorate next Thursday 
is unfathomably significant whether we consider it in 
its relation to the Heavenly Father Who decreed and 
demanded it, or in its relation to God the Son, Who is 
its central Figure, or in its relation to ourselves who 
were to benefit by it.

Marvel we must at the Holy Trinity demanding 
that the Secénd Person of the Godhead leave the ex- 
alted place He had eternally occupied in Heaven, come 
down among us, His creatures, shoulder our guilt and 
expiate it by His suffering. 

Marvel we must equally at the love which led the 
Eternal Son of God to execute so cheerfully the decree 
of the Holy Trinity; at the love which led Him to as- 
sume our humanity, and to die in such ignominy 
for us. 

Marvel we must at the consequences of the Incar- 
nation as they affect us. To be reinstated in God's 
favor, to be adopted as His children, to enjoy the privi- 
lege of being united with Him here by a meeenes 
union, and to be associated with Him hereafter ji 
glory—what a tr anscendant honor! 

The first manifestation of the Son of God on earth 
is Sweet to contemplate; Jesus is so full of charms and 
the joy He brings our hearts is so great. But to Jesus 
Himself it is the beginning of thirty- three years of 
affliction, sufferings, sorrows. Every circumstance 
associated-with His coming points to Him as a Victim 
—the open stable, the wintry blast, the desertion, the 
massacre of the innocents, the tears in His eyes. He 
is surely marked as a Savior, through sacrifice and 
suffering. 

Even on the day of His Nativity, before the vision 
of Jesus is the infinite holiness and justice of God 
which must be vindicated; the sins of all men for 
which reparation must be made; His own greatness 
and innocence which appeal against His assumption 
of a Mediatorship. 
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The Son of God waited until the whole world was 
at peace before becoming Incarnate, because He was 
to come to bring peace, to reconcile earth with Heaven 
and man with God. Until the advent of the Savior 
there was no real peace in this world, and there can 
be no permanent peace now without Christ. This 
thought gave great concern to churchmen who saw 
the Peace Delegates from the various countries go to 
the council at Versailles without instructions to de- 
liberate on a peacesresting solely on justice and Chris- 
tian principles. Early in the war, three powers of the 
earth did what Dav id speaks of in his Second Psalm 
when he says: “The kings of the earth stood up and 


the princes met together against the Lord, and against 
His Christ.” _

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This Second Psalm of I David, which seems to have 
been written for this twentieth century, tells whom 
God wants to be king; “The Lord hath faid to Me: 
Thou ‘art My Son. his day have I begotten Thee. 
Ask_of Me and I will give Thee the ‘Gentiles for Thy 
inheritance and the utmost parts of the earth for Thy 
possession.” Christ was to rule the people of this 
world Whom He. purchased with His blood. His 
Church was to pass on the morality of the acts of 
kings and presidents, because nothing is just and 
right unless it conform with the stipulations of the 
Decalogue. 


Society is as sorely in and of a Savior today as it 
was eighteen hundred years ago. The number of 
pagans in the world is twice as large as the number 
of professed followers of Jesus. Many of the laws, 
even of Christian nations, are in direct contradiction 
to those which Christ promulgated ; one hundred and 
fifty millions of people who “have taken Jesus as their 
Savior’, who would like to love Him, are really out- 
side the fold of His Church ; there exist several inter- 
national organizations, which aim to take the life of 
Christianity, as did Herod the life of Jesus Himself.
